Mr. Réal Mathieu, Lecturer in the Department of Music, is a professor 
of trumpet who works on a one-to-one basis with his students. His application 
of the pedagogy developed by world-reknown trumpet teacher Claude Gordon, 
with whom he has studied, has significantly improved the quality of trumpet 
instruction and performance in the Province. Mr. Mathieu has virtually 
created a "school" of trumpet instruction and students who have passed 
through his program are now being recognized as exceptional professional 
musicians. His experience includes numerous recordings, work with Johnny 
Mathis, Tom Jones, Ginette Reno, Paul Anka, and staff artists at Place des 


Arts.
